To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council; 

The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a report  of  the  receipts  and 
payments  of  the  City  of  Newbury port  for  the  year  beginning  January  1, 

1950  and  ending  December  31,  1950. 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are 
made  up  from  receipts  and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for 
Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  as  issued  by  the  Department  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  terms  "revenue”  and  "non-revenue"  are 
used,  "revenue"  meaning  money  accruing  to  the  municipal  treasury  and 
under  general  taxation,  police  powers,  gifts,  or  services  rendered, 
"non-revenue"  meaning  offsets  to  outlays,  such  as  permanent  improvements, 
bond  issues,  money  hired  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  temporary  accounts, 
etc.  Following  these  schedules  are  presented  detailed  statements  arrang- 
ed in  the  same  order  together  with  the  usual  matters  given  in  the 
auditor's  report  including  a report  of  trust  funds  held  by  private 
trustees,  the  income  of  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  Newburyport  or  any 
of  its  inhabitants. 


SCHEDULES 

Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts 
and  payments  during  the  year,  and  the  cash  balance  at  the  beginning 
and  end  of  the  year.  This  schedule  shows  that  during  the  year  the  city 
has  received  ^42,63*4.57  more  than  was  expended. 

Schedule  B is  a consolidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  pay- 
ments for  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  different  departments,  show- 
ing total  receipts  from  revenue  $1,632,150.97  and  expense  of  maintenance 
to  be  $1,474,236.35,  making  excess  revenue  receipts  $157,914.62  for  the 
year.  The  excess  of  non-revenue  payments  for  the  year  was  #115,2^0.05. 
This  amount  deducted  from  the  excess  of  revenue  receipts  for  the  year 
gives  an  increase  of  cash  on  hand. 

Scedule  C is  a statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  payments  by 
departments,  less  transfers,  which  make  up  the  figures  for  Schedule  B, 
also  a statement  of  non-revenue  receipts  and  payments  during  the  year.

Gentl«nen : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  set  forth  in  the  City  Solicitor's 
Ordinance,  I have  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  Law  Department 
for  the  year  1950.  On  account  of  the  fact  that  the  City  is  not  now 
covered  by  insurance  for  defects  on  the  highways  and  accidents  in  public 
buildings,  there  was  more  than  the  usual  number  of  claims  to  be  taken 
care  of  by  the  Law  Department  and  in  this  report  I must  state  that  very 
valuable  assistance  was  given  to  me  by  the  Police  Department,  Highway 
Department  and  the  Tree  Department . We  had  several  claims  presented  as 
a result  of  the  big  storm  we  had  at  the  start  of  the  Fall  and  we  were 
very  fortunate  to  settle  all  of  these  for  small  amounts,  the  largest 
being  the  claim  of  John  Packer.  The  claim  of  Edith  G.  Ladd  was  for 
11  ,000.00  and  this  was  the  result  of  damage  to  her  property  at  271 
Merrimac  Street,  by  reason  of  the  fall  of  an  elm  tree  in  front  of  her 
property — this  was  because  of  the  hurricane  on  November  25,  1950,  and 
this  claim  was  settled  for  |200.00.  There  were  numerous  claims  from 
owners. of  automobiles  whose  cars  were  parked  on  our  streets  because  of 
this  hurricane  on  November  25,  1950,  but  some  of  them  were  denied  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  their  insurance  covered  this  damage  but 
others  had  to  be  paid  because  it  seemed  as  though  there  was  a liability 
on  the  part  of  the  City.  I attended  every  regular  and  special  meeting 
of  the  City  Council  with  the  exception  of  one  and  at  that  time  as  I 
remember  it  I was  ill.  In  company  with  President  Southwell  and 
Councillors  Fenders  and  Perkins,  I attended  a hearing  at  the  State 
House  with  regard  to  the  changing  of  the  election  of  our  City  officials. 

There  were,  more  than  the  usual  opinions,  given  to  the  City 
Council  and  other  departments  of  the  City  Government. 

The  cases  prosecuted  by  me  during  the  year  were  Currier  et  als  vs. 
City  of  Newburyport-- school  teachers  and  school  employees  case;  Common- 
wealth vs.  Farmer  and  there  was  a hearing  on  the  case  of  Woodman  vs. 

City  which  was  listed  for  the  sitting  of  the  jury  here  in  April  of  this 
year.  The  following  cases  are  pending  and  will  be  tried  at  Newburyport 
this  year — Woodman  vs.  City  and  City  vs.  Benjamin  Checkoway.  The 
following  two  cases  are  pending  and  undoubtedly  will  be  on  the  jury 
list  here  in  Newburyport  for  April  but  I doubt  that  they  will  be  reach- 
ed: Babbin  vs.  City  and  Marlin  vs.  City. 

An  unusual  number  of  deeds  were  made  out  by  me  on  account  of  the 
fact  that  a large  number  of  lots  at  Plum  Island  were  sold  by  the  City 
and  some  at  Worcester  Heights.  I appeared  before  the  Appelate  Tax 
Board  for  the  Assessors  and  after  a hearing  that  case  was  settled. 

There  was  one  hearing  before  the  Public  Utilities  Department  in  the 
matter  of  an  investigation  of  the  electric  light  and  gas  charges  here 
but  after  a hearing  that  matter  was  settled  amicably.

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year  1950  covering  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children,  General  Relief  and  William  Horton  Home  is  as  follows: 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children i-G roes  cost  |65, 656*86,  including  16,291,09  for  medical, 
medication,  and  hospitalization.  This  is  a Federal,  State,  and  City  program  and  the 
cost  is  broken  down  as  follows:  Federal  $19,937 *62 — State  $21,218,93”“City  $22,500*31* 
The  cost  of  medical  is  for  the  most  part  paid  by  City  and  State*  The  City  paying 
two-thirds  and  the  State  one-third. 

General  Relief t -Gross  cost  $58,130.01,  including  relief  in  other  Cities  and  Towns 
for  which  Newburyport  is  liable.  Received  in  reimbursements  from  the  State  $9,700*91) 
from  other  Cities  and  Towns  $5*013*76;  for  Board  and  Care  $2l|0.00;  returned  checks 
$213*00; leaving  a net  cost  of  $i42,962*3U«  Cost  of  the  medical  and  medication  in  this 
category  was  $5*758. 37,  part  of  this  amoiont  is  reimbursable. 

William  Horton  Hornet -Gross  cost  $10,586.57  less  income  of  $ii57»i+5  from  sale  of 
calves  and  hay  and  credit  for  Board  and  Caro  from  a neighboring  Town,  reduces  the 
operating  cost  to  approximately  $9,600*00*  Included  in  this  cost  is  the  sum  of  $135*03 
for  medical. 

The  combined  gross  cost  for  all  categories  was  greater  in  1950,  than  in  19^19*  but 
the  net  cost,  because  of  greater  reimbursements  for  the  year  1950,  was  $3*93l;«05  less 
than  in  the  year  19l;9;  also  closed  the  year  with  an  undrawn  balance  in  Welfare  Other 
Expense,  A.D.C.  City,  A.D.C.  Federal,  and  Federal  Administrative.  Federal  funds  do  not 
revert  to  the  Oity,  but  must  be  carried  over  as  unexpended  balance.  Included  in  our 
costs  is  a substantial  amount  for  the  care  of  Veterans  and  their  families,  who  were 
denied  Veteran’s  benefits  for  one  reason  or  another.  One  case  alone  has  run  into 
$1*68.00  for  the  last  quarter  of  1950  and  is  still  continuing.

Report  of  the  Librarian 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Newburyport  Public  Library: 

The  Library  and  its  two  Branches  were  open  three  hundred  days  during 
the  eventful  year  of  1950.  The  decrease  of  unemployment,  the  stepped-up 
draft  program,  the  general  mobilization  of  the  country  to  an  emergency 
basis,  and  the  Increased  number  of  T-V  sets  are  all  factors  explaining 
why  4,914  fewer  books  were  circulated  in  1950  than  in  1949.  The  table 
below  Indicates  that  the  loss,  for  the  year,  while  disappointing,  still 
represents  a substantial  Increase  over  a five  year  period:

The  loss  In  Juvenile  circulation  was  2,207  In  the  year  1950  and  is 
probably  due  largely  to  ^the  competitive  attractions  of  television.  The 
loss  In  adult  circulation  for  1950  was  2,707,  Thirty-six  per  cent  of  the 
adult  book  circulation  was  non-fiction  as  compared  to  thirty-three  per 
cent  In  1949;  and  twenty-two  per  cent  of  the  Juvenile  book  circulation  was 
non-flctlon  as  compared  to  twenty-three  per  cent  in  the  previous  year, 
Belleville  Branch  circulation  decreased  from  13,637  books  issued  in  1949 
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to  12,139  In  1950  - a loss  of  1,498  for  the  year,  Andrews  Branch  Issued 
11,124  books  In  1950  as  compared  to  10,426  In  1949  - a gain  of  698  over 
the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  cardholders  Increased  from  9,555  to  10,052  In  195U  - 
a gain  of  497,  Juvenile  cardholders  totalled  2,081  in  1950  as  compared 
to  1,782  - a gain  of  229,  Total  Nev;bary  registrations  are  262  of  which 
niomber  102  were  added  in  1950, 

During  1950  worn-out  volumes  numbering  497  were  withdrawn  from  the  book 
collection.  The  total  book  stock  of  the  library  Increased  from  85,797  at 
the  end  of  1949  to  86,957  at  the  eiid  of  1950  - a gain  of  1,160  books 
added  for  the  year. 

The  Children*  s Room  of  tJhe  Main  Library  and  the  tv/o  branches  have  been 
much  used  and  greatly  enjoyed  during  the  previous  year  even  though  fewer 
books  v/ere  circulated.  As  the  school  population  Increases,  the  demands 
on  our  Juvenile  book  collection  Increase.  The  Ethel  Parton  Fund,  sponsored 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  was  f'ormally  established 
as  a fund  In  May  of  1950,  From  the  Interest  of  this  fund  of  $2100,  twenty- 
four  books  were  purchased  between  May  and  October . The  Newburyport  Garden 
Club  has  generously  set  aside  the  Interest  of  the  Elizabeth  Llspenard 
Johnson  Phlater  Lane  Memorial  Fund  for  the  express  purpose  of  purchasing 
for  the  Children* s Room  of  the  Library  nature  books  for  chlld*e  n to  be 
known  as  "The  Bessie  Books",  Besides  the  books  purchased,  a number  of  at- 
tractive nature  charts,  books,  and  a subscription  to  "Nature  Magazine" 
have  been  contributed  by  members.  The  club  has  provided  a very  attractive 
bookplate  - a photograph  of  several  youngsters  standing  near  a wheelbarrow, 
with  hoes  and  rakes,  to  go  In  "The  Bessie  Books",  Vi'e  are  grateful  to  all 
the  good  friends  who  through  their  generous  contributions,  have  made  pos- 
sible these  first  two  funds  devoted  exclusively  to  the  purchase  of  books 
for  children, 

Tv/entv-slx  children  signed  up  for  the  Summer  Reading  Club  "Reading  in 
the  Sky"  which  featured  make-believe  flights,  through  books,  to  all  parts 
of  the  U,S,  Four  children  received  State  Reading  Certificates  during  196C, 
and  nineteen  school  deposits  (collections  of  books)  were  lent  to  teachers 
during  1950.  Miss  Clancy  gave  library  Instruction  In  the  use  of  reference 
books  and  the  library  catalogue  to  all  of  the  fifth  grades  In  the  public 
schools.  Each  class  came  once,  accompanied  by  their  teacher,  to  the  main 
library  or  the  Belleville  Branch,  Library  instruction  of  one  of  the 
clasces  who  came  to  Belleville  Branch  was  given  by  Mrs,  Moody  and  Mrs.  Hills. 

Book  Week,  Nov,  13-18,  was  celebrated  in  the  Children* s Room  with  displays 
of  nev/  books,  a book  review  program  given  by  Mrs,  James  E,  Hardy,  and 
special  story  hours.  As  part  of  the  celebration,  Mr.  Daniel  J.  0*Brien, 
manager  of  the  Telephone  Company  office  In  Newburyport,  presented  an  educa- 
tional film  "Adventure  In  Talezonla"  which  was  viewed  with  delight  by  all 
the  children  who  attended. 

Weekly  story  hours,  during  the  school  year  have  been  given  at  the  Main 
Library  by  Miss  Clancy  and  the  Andrews  Branch  by  Mrs,  Brennan,  They  con- 
tinue to  attract  children  to  the  Library, 

Book  circulation  Is  surprisingly  sensitive  to  general  economic  conditions. 
In  periods  of  widespread  unemployment,  libraries  all  over  the  country  show 
large  Increases  In  the  numbers  of  books  read  - usually  either  books  for 
entertainment  or  practical  "self-improvement"  books.  On  the  other  hand, 
when  unemployment  Is  less  prevalent  less  reading  Is  done  but  what  is  done 
is  of  a more  serious  nature.  In  1950,  when  employment  has  been  generally 
high,  67,458  adult  books  were  circulated  as  compared  to  70,165  in  1949, 
a loss  of  2707,  However,  the  circulation  of  non-flctlon  books  showed  a 
gain  of  1,292  In  1950  whereas  fiction  circulation  showed  a loss  of  3,999 
In  1950,  Two  other  factors  probably  deserve  consideration  as  being  con- 
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trlbutory  to  the  loss  In  circulation  of  flctlont  one,  the  generally  poor 
quality  of  new  fiction  published  in  1950  and,  second,  the  advent  of  tele- 
vision as  a widespread  medium  of  entertainment* 

A greater  number  of  reference  questions  pertaining  to  a wide  variety  of 
subjects  has  been  answered  in  1950  than  in  1949*  High  school  term  papers; 
club  papers  on  such  siabjects  as  dynamic  symmetry,  folk  art  and  mythology, 
and  women  espionage  agents  present  an  interesting  challenge  to  our  IngemHy* 

As  in  previous  years  the  inter-library  loan  department  of  the  State 
Division  of  Public  Libraries  has  proved  most  cooperative  in  supplying  books 
on  such  specialized  subjects  as  industrial  psychology  and  management,  horse- 
manship, model  railroads,  delinquency  and  crime  prevention,  and  sets  of 
books  in  French,  Hebrew  and  other  languages,  as  well  as  individual  titles 
of  limited  interest*  Altogether  a total  of  226  books  were  borrowed  on 
inter loan  in  1950*  We  lent  22  books  to  libraries  in  New  Hampshire,  Cali- 
fornia; and  Worcester,  Amesbury,  Leominster  and  West  Newbury,  Massachusetts. 

Thirty- two  books  on  sewing  were  sent  from  the  State  Library  for  use  in 
connection  with  a State  Extension  course  given  at  the  Y.W.C.A.  These,  in 
addition  to  the  personal  collection  of  sewing  books  lent  the  library  by 
Miss  Lorna  Learned,  were  much  used* 

Two  Girl  Scout  troups  visited  the  Library  for  a tour  of  the  building, 
short  talks  on  the  library,  and  microfilm  demonstration*  In  August,  volun- 
teer workers  of  the  X-Ray  Mobile  Unit  used  the  Directors*  Room  for  regis- 
tration while  the  truck  was  stationed  outside  in  front  of  the  building* 

The  Annual  meeting,  open  to  the  piibllc,  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library, 
was  held  in  the  Reading  Room  of  the  Main  Library  on  May  31*  Mr*  Curtis  K* 
Thomas,  Ring’s  Island  author,  presented  an  absorbing  paper  on  the  histori- 
cal traditions  of  reading  and  writing* 

The  Library  received  a grant  of  $50  from  a fund  established  under  the 
will  of  the  late  Harry  Futterman  of  New  York  to  be  used  for  musical  record- 
ings* This  money,  plus  the  gift  of  a number  of  record  albums  from  the  col- 
lection of  the  late  John  Ranney  (associate  professor  at  Smith)  have  gone 
far  to  inject  new  life  into  our  small  but  greatly  appreciated  circulating 
collection  of  musical  recordings*  Through  a notice  in  the  newspaper, 
music-lovers  of  the  city  were  invited  to  send  in  their  suggestions  of  re- 
cords to  be  added* 

The  Doctor  Healy  Fund  established  under  the  will  of  the  late  Dr,  T*Raynond 
Healy  who  had  served  on  the  Library  Board  at  various  Intervals  over  a thir- 
ty year  period  was  officially  set  up  in  the  summer  of  1950*  Since  October, 
three  books  on  medical  subjects  have  been  purchased  from  the  Doctor  Healy 
Fund* 


We  are  grateful  that  through  the  provision  in  the  library  budget  of  money 
for  long-overdue  library  repairs  we  have  been  able  to  make  extensive  re- 
pairs to  stokers,  to  paint  the  wooden  trim  and  windows  of  the  main  library, 
and  do  an  overall  job  of  gutter  and  roof  repair  to  the  Annex  part  of  the 
Library  building*  New  hot  water  pipes  were  Installed*  Two  plans  for 
modernizing  the  lighting  system  of  the  Main  Library  have  been  drawn  up  by 
two  firms  of  lighting  engineers*  Work  on  enlarging  the  electric  service 
was  begun  in  1950  and  Is  still  in  process*  We  hope  that  the  1951  budget 
will  Include  funds,  asksd  Tor,  to  continue  the  work  of  lighting  renovation 
which  has  been  started. 

1950,  especially  dtirlng  the  winter  months,  saw  a great  amount  of  short 
Illnesses  among  the  staff  during  the  virus  epidemic  as  well  as  one  case 
of  Illness  of  an  extended  nature  following  an  operation*  Wo  are  very 
grateful  indeed  that,  for  the  first  time,  a regular  account  for  Library 
Substitutes  was  sot  up  in  the  budget  as  recommended  by  the  Library  Dlrectam. 
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The  Librarian  is  most  grateful  to  each  member  of  the  Library  staff  and  to 
Mr.  C.  Frank  Kelleher,  janitor  of  the  Library,  for  the  fine  spirit  of  help- 
fulness and  cooperation. 

It  would  be  Impossible  to  close  without  an  expression  of  warm  gratitude 
to  the  Library  Directors  for  the  valued  contribution  of  each  one  to  solv- 
ing the  varied  problems  of  policy  and  planning  which  have  arisen  during 
1950. 

We  hope  that  1951,  with  its  new  problems  arising  from  the  challenge  of 
the  times,  will  provide  even  broader  opportunities  for  library  service.

The  repair  of  the  Myrtle  Avenue  standpipe  v/as  started  this  year  and  it 
is  proposed  to  complete  the  work  in  1951, 

For  the  first  time  the  Board  contracted  for  the  mechanical  cleaning  of 
5,280  feet  of  v/ater  mains.  This  work  was  very  successful.

AN  ORDINANCE  ENTITLED  "AN  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  THE  RULES 
AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  PLUMBING  IN  THE  CITY  OF  NEWBURYPORT" 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Councnl  as  follows: 

Registration 

SECTION  1.  After  acceptance  of  the  following  plumbing  regulations 
all  persons  who  desire  to  engage  in,  carry  on  or  work  at  the  business  of 
plumbing  within  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  registered  by  the  State  Exami- 
ners of  Plumbers,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  142  Gener- 
al Laws. 

SECTION  2.  Upon  application  of  a registered  master  or  journeyman 
plumber  on  form  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Health,  said  Board  shall  grant 
a written  permit  to  do  certain  plumbing  described  therein,  vdien  in  con- 
formity with  the  law.  Drav/ings  of  proposed  work  shall  be  filed  if  re- 
quired. Permits  for  the  construction,  installation,  and  alteration  of 
all  pipes,  tanks,  faucets,  valves,  and  other  fixtures  by  and  through  which 
waste  water  or  sewerage  is  used  and  carried  shall  be  issued  to  registered 
or  licensed  plumbers  only.  Permits  for  all  such  plumbing,  except  repair 
of  leaks  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  plumber  before  the  work  is  begun. 
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Waste  water  shall  mean  any  water  which  has  left  any  faucet  or  any  other 
plumbing  fixture  and  enters  an  open  plumbing  fixture  which  is  directly  or 
indirectly  connected  with  a sewerage  system.  Permits  may  be  recalled  by 
the  Board  of  Health  if  conditions  are  violated. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

SECTIOiM  3.  The  plumbing  of  each  building  shall  have  an  independent 
connection  to  public  sewer  or  private  drain  outside  of  building,  unless  in 
the  opinion  of  the  authorities,  a separate  connection  is  not  feasible.  If 
a sewer  is  not  available,  the  sewage  shall  be  discharged  into  a cesspool 
or  septic  tank  and  cesspool  or  a subsurface  distribution  system,  the  plans 
of  which  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health  before  the  connection  is 
made. 


DRAINAGE  SYSTEM 

SECTION  4,  The  drain  from  a point  5 feet  outv/ardly  from  inside  of 
wall,  and  not  less  than  4 inches  in  diameter,  shall  continue  with  at  least 
i inch  rise  per  foot  to  and  through  roof  to  a height  of  at  least  2 feet  in 
any  case,  and  1 foot  above  any  window  or  opening  within  15  feet.  No  run- 
ning traps  shall  be  installed  on  drain  at  the  entrance  to  building  except 
on  the  special  recomnendation  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Connections  and 
changes  in  direction  shall  be  made  with  a long  angle  and  long  sweep  bends 
and  Y branches.  Soil  and  wast  pipes  shall  not  have  less  than  the  follow- 
ing diameters :-

material  of  DRAINAGE  SYSTEM 

SECTJON  5.  Drain,  soil,  waste  and  vent  pipes  and  connections ,whi ch 
collectively  make  up  the  drainage  systemi  within  the  building,  shall  be 
constructed  of  the  following  material:  Type  K or  L copper  pipe  with  sweat 
fittings,  extra  heavy  cast  iron  pipe,  cast  iron  screw  pipe,  lead  pipe,  or 
of  not  less  than  iron  size  brass  or  copper  pipe.  Cast-iron  pipe  and  fitt- 
ings shall  be  of  grade  known  to  the  trade  as  extra, heavy,  and  may  be  plain 
or  coated  with  tar  or  asphaltum.  If  pipe  is  coated,  it  must  bear  the  man- 
ufacturer’s stamp  of  test  before  coating;  if  plain,  it  must  be  painted  on 
the  inside  with  red  and  white  lead  before  putting  in  place,  to  prevent 
rust  scale.  All  joints  in  cast-iron  pipe  sJiall  be  made  with  oakum  and 
molten  lead,  run  full,  and  caulked  gas  and  water  tight.

Brass  pipe  for  soil,  waste  and  vent  pipe  shall  be  annealed,  seamless 
drawn  brass  tubing,  of  not  less  than  No,  13  Stubbs  Gauge.  Brass  fittings 
or  brass  waste  pipe  shall  be  reset.  Brass  pipe  and  fittings  shall  be  con- 
nected together  by  sharp  tapered  threads,  with  red  lead,  graphite,  an  ap- 
proved pipe  joint  compound  or  other  suitable  material.  No  slip  joints, 
unions  or  flanges  shall  be  used  on  threaded  wastes  or  vents,  except  that 
slip  joints  may  be  used  on  house  side  of  trap  to  connect  fixtures.

Lead  bends  and  traps  shall  correspond  to  the  above  weights. 

Brass  sleeves  for  connecting  lead  and  cast-iron  pipes  shall  be  extra 
heavy,  at  least  1-3  of  an  inch  thick  and  made  of  cast  red  metal.  Brass 
solder  nipples  for  connecting  lead  and  threaded  pipes  shall  be  either  cast 
red  metal  or  seamless  drawn  tubing,  size  and  weight  corresponding  with 
pipe  to  be  connected.  In  connecting  lead  pipe  together,  or  to  brass  caulk- 
ing or  soldering  nipples,  full  sized  wiped  joints  shall  be  used.  Clean- 
outs, plugs,  stoppers  or  any  other  fittings  used  in  drainage  system  shall 
correspond  in  weight  and  material  with  above  description. 


FASTENING  PIPES 

SECTION  6,  Drain,  soil,  waste  and  vent  pipes  shall  be  supported 
every  3 feet  on  horizontal  runs,  at  least  once  to  each  story  on  vertical 
lines;  horizontal  runs  by  supports  under,  or  hung  from  overhead  by  iron 
hangers;  vertical  stacks  by  pipe  rest  at  floor,  or  clamps,  drive  hooks  or 
hangers  to  adjacent  walls. 

TRAPS 

Sii.CTION  7.  The  waste  pipe  of  every  independent  fixture  shall  be 
furnished  with  a separate  trap,  which  shall  be  placed  as  near  as  practi- 
cable to  the  fixture  which  it  serves,  A combination  sink  and  tray  may  be 
connected  to  'house  drain  through  one  trap  when  outlets  are  not  over  three 
feet  six  inches  apart;  but  the  outlet  of  each  fixture  shall  enter  the  trap 
separately.  Lead  bends  for  water  closets  or  slop  sinks  shall  not  be  used 
to  connect  waste  from  other  fixtures.  Earthenware  traps  shall  heavy  brass 
floor  plates  soldered  to  the  lead  bends  and  bolted  to  the  trap  flange, and 
the  joint  made  of  grafting  wax,  red  or  white  lead  putty  or  other  suitable 
material  as  approved  by  the  inspector  except  in  the  case  of  water  sealed 
flanges  where  an  approved  gasket  may  be  used.  Cast  iron  closet  bends  may 
be  used.  All  traps  shall  be  of  open  form,  and  traps  depending  upon  con- 
cealed partitions  to  retain  their  seal  will  not  be  approved,  except  for 
earthenware  fixtures , where  the  trap  seal  is  plainly  visible.  Trap  screws 
for  cleaning  purposes  shall  be  placed  in  all  metal  traps, and  where  such 
traps  are  placed  in  connection  with  fixtures,  they  shall  be  so  installed 
that  the  water  seal  will  protect  the  trap  screw  from  sewer  air.  Four  by 
eight  copper  or  brass  traps  may  be  used. 

SPECIAL  TRAPS 

SECTION  3.  Every  building  in  which  gasoline,  naptha,  or  other  in- 
flammable compounds  are  used  for  business  purposes  shall  be  provided  with 
a special  trap  or  separator  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health  so  designed 
as  to  prevent  the  passage  of  oils  or  gases  into  the  sewer,  and  shall  be 
ventilated  with  a separate  pipe  to  a point  three  feet  above  the  roof.  The 
waste  of  every  wash  stand  for  vehicles  shall  be  provided  with  a catch  ba- 
sin so  designed  that  sand  cannot  pass  into  the  drain.  The  waste  pipe  from 
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the  sink  of  every  hotel,  restaurant  or  other  public  cookinp  establishment 
shall  be  provided  with  a grease  trap.  The  waste  from  every  fixture,  ex- 
cept refrigerators  and  other  receptacles  in  which  provisions  are  stored, 
shall  be  connected  directly  with  the  drain  pipe, 

STABLES,  GARAGES,  LABORATORIES,  ETC. 

SECTION  9,  Drainage  of  stalls,  stable  fixtures,  garages  and  lab- 
oratories shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with  plans  anproved  by  the 
Board  of  Health. 

SECTION  10.  Cleanouts  shall  be  placed  at  changes  in  directions  and 
at  foot  of  vertical  stack,  or  other  points  necessary  to  make  all  portions 
of  horizontal  drainage  system  accessible  for  cleaning  purposes. 

VENTS,  BACK  AIR  PIPES,  ETC. 

SECTION  11.  Traps  shall  be  protected  from  siphonage  or  air  pressure 
by  iron,  lead,  brass,  or  copper  air  pipes  of  a size  not  less  than  the 
waste  pipes  they  serve  or  copper  tubing  Type  L or  K.  Continuous  system 
of  venting  shall  be  used  and  back  air  pipes  shall  not  be  connected  to  the 
trap  or  branched  into  the  waste  pipe  except  where  a continuous  vent  is  not 
practicable,  1^  half  S traps  shall  not  have  more  than  twenty-four  inches 
of  waste  pipe  measured  horizontally  from  trap  to  vent  and  connection  to 
soil  or  waste  pipe  shall  not  be  below  the  invert  of  the  trap.  The  traps 
for  the  upper  fixtures  on  a line  of  soil  or  waste  pipe  if  within  five  feet 
horizontal  developed  length  of  stack  and  the  outlets  of  which  connect  in- 
dependently to  the  stack,  shall  not  require  a snecial  air  pipe  if  the 
waste  pipes  from  said  traps  are  less  than  three  inches  in  diameter  and 
have  not  more  than  t inch  per  foot  pitch.  Two  water  closets,  or  two  other 
traps  on  the  same  top  floor  level,  with  not  more  than  two  feet  of  waste 
pipe,  and  which  connect  with  soil  or  waste  pipe  not  more  than  eighteen  in- 
ches below  the  top  water  line  of  the  trap,  shall  not  require  other  vent 
than  the  continuation  of  the  soil  or  waste  pipe  full  size  for  its  whole 
length.  A wet  vent  may  be  used  for  bathtub  trap  when  said  trap  can  be 
vented  through  the  lavatory  waste  and  vent.

Two  or  more  air  pipes  may  be  connected  together  but  such  connection 
must  be  made  above  top  of  fixtures.  All  vent  pipes  shall  be  at  least  four 
inches  in  diameter  where  they  pass  through  the  roof.  Vent  lines  shall  be 
connected  at  the  bottom  with  a soil  or  waste  pipe  or  with  a drain, in  such 
manner  as  to  prevent  accumulation  of  rust  scale  and  vent  pipes  shall  be 
supported  at  least  every  eight  feet  on  horizontal  run  and  at  least  once 
to  every  story  on  vertical  lines.  In  the  case  of  batteries  of  water  clos- 
ets, the  special  air  pipe  from  each  trap  may  be  omitted  provided  that  the 
soil  or  waste  pipe,  undirainished  in  size  for  batteries  up  to  and  including 
four  such  closets  is  continued  to  a point  above  the  roof  or  re-vented  in- 
to the  main  soil  pipe  system  above  the  top  of  the  upper  most  fixture. 

SECTION  12.  Pipes  or  other  fixtures  shall  not  be  covered  or  con- 
cealed from  view  until  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health.  The  work  shall 
be  examined  and  tested  within  two  working  days  after  notice  that  it  is 
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ready  for  inspection.  Plumbing  shall  not  be  used  unless,  when  roughed  in, 
the  wastes,  vents,  back  air  pipe  and  traps  are  first  tested,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  inspector,  by  water  or  sufficient  air  pressure. 

WATER-CLOSETS 

SECTIOisl  13.  Every  building  used  for  habitation  shall  have  such 
number  of  water-closets  as  the  Board  of  Health  may  require,  but  in  no  case 
less  than  one  for  each  tenement.  Every  enclosure  containing  one  or  more 
water-closets  shall  be  provided  with  adequate  ventilation  to  the  outer  air, 
either  by  window  or  suitable  light  shaft.  No  trapped  plumbing  fixture 
shall  be  located  in  any  room  or  compartment  which  does  not  contain  a win- 
dow having  an  area  of  at  least  three  square  feet  placed  in  an  external 
wall  of  the  building  or  which  is  not  provided  with  an  approved  system  of 
ventilation.  Water-closets  shall  be  supplied  with  water  from  tank  above, 
or  by  flush  valves  set  just  above  the  seat, which  in  turn  are  supplied 
from  tank  capable  of  delivering  five  gallons  of  water  to  the  closet  in 
ten  seconds.  In  all  cases  the  flush  pipe  shall  be  not  less  than  1^  inch- 
es in  diameter.  Where  local  vents  are  used  they  shall  connect  with  heat- 
ed flue  when  possible,  must  be  not  less  than  2 inches  for  each  fixture, 
and  for  a distance  of  three  feet  from  fixture  shall  be  16  ounce  copper. 
Connection  to  flue  shall  be  made  by  wrought  or  cast  iron  thimble  and  enter 
flue  above  top  of  smoke  opening. 

STORlvx  AND  SURFACE  WATER 

SECTION  14.  Rain-water  leaders  shall  not  be  connected  to  sewage 
stack  or  drain  at  any  point.  Wherever  a surface  drain  is  installed  in  a 
cellar  or  basement,  it  shall  be  provided  with  a deep  seal  trap  and  back- 
water valve.  Drain  pipes  from  fixtures  subject  to  back  flow  from  sewer 
shall  be  supplied  with  back-water  valves. 

REFRIGERATOR  WASTE  AiiD  DRIP  PIPE 

SECTION  15.  All  drip  or  overflow  pipes  shall  be  extended  to  some 
place  in  open  sight,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  such  pipe  be  connected  di- 
rectly with  the  drain  pipe.  No  waste  pipe  from  a refrigerator  or  other 
receptable  in  which  provisions  are  stored  shall  be  connected  directly  with 
drain  or  waste  pipe.  Refrigerator  wastes  connecting,  with  t\io  or  more  sto- 
ries shall  be  supplied  with  a trap  on  the  branch  for  each  floor  and  ex- 
tended through  the  roof. 

STEAIvi  EXHAUSTS,  DRIPS,  SAFETY  APPLIANCES 

SECTIOiM  15.  No  steam  exhaust,  drip  or  blow-off  pipe  shall  be  con- 
nected to  drainage  system  except  through  a condensing  tank  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  liquefy  all  steam  that  may  be  received,  and  discharge  same  on 
sewer  side  without  vapor.  Vapor  pipe  shall  be  carried  from  tank  to  a 
point  3 feet  above  the  roof.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a reoort  of  the  receipts  and 
payments  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  for  the  year  beginning  January  1, 
1951  and  ending  December  31,  1951. 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are 
made  up  from  receipts  and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for 
Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  as  issued  by  the  Department  oi  Corporations 
and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  terms  "revenue’^  and  ”non-revenue'*  are 
used,  "revenue”  meaning  money  accruing  to  the  municipal  treasury  and 
under  general  taxation,  police  powers,  gifts,  or  services  rendered, 
"non-revenue"  meaning  offsets  to  outlays,  such  as  permanent  iiiiprove- 
ments, etc.  Following  these  schedules  are  presented  detailed  statements 
arranged  in  the  same  order  together  with  the  usual  matters  given  in  the 
auditor's  report  including  a report  of  trust  funds  held  by  private 
trustees,  the  income  of  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  Newburyport  or  any. 
of  its  inhabitants. 


SCHEDULES 


Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts  and 
payments  during  the  year,  and  the  cash  balance  at  the  beginning  and 
end  of  the  year.  This  schedule  shows  that  during  the  year  the  city  has 
received  $113,915.72  more  than  was  expended. 

Schedule'  B is  a consolidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  pay- 
ments for  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  different  departments,  show- 
ing total  receipts  from  revenue  $1,535,355.6?  and  exoense  of  maintenance 
to  be  $1,631,156.32,  making  excess  revenue  receipts  $204,199.35  for  the 
year.  The  excess  of  non-revenue  payments  for  the  year  was  $90,250.63. 
This  amount  deducted  from  the  excess  of  revenue  receipts  for  the  year 
gives  an  increase  of  cash  on  hand. 

Schedule  C is  a statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  payments  by 
departments,  less  transfers,  which  make  up  the  figures  for  Schedule  B, 
also  a statement  of  non-revenue  receipts  and  payments  during  the  year.

Tha  case  of 
Francas  Murray  vs.  tha  City  of  Nawburyport  was  tha  result 
of  property  damaga  to  her  house  owned  by  her  at  tha  corner 
of  California  and  Marrinac  Streets.  A bad  limb  had  blown 
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off  from  * tree  onto  the  roof  of  her  house  end  we  were 
fortunete  that  this  cssa  w«s  settled  for  a smell  emount 
nsmelj.  One  Hundred  end  Fifty  Dollars.  In  the  case  of 
the  City  vs.  Doyle  Advertising  Company  for  rent  at  City 
Hall,  after  bringing  suit  I was  able  to  collect  One  Hundred 
Dollars  which  was  turned  over  to  the  Citv  Treasurer.  The 
case  of  the  City  of  KavsT’hlll  vs.  City  of  Newhuryport 
was  tried  in  the  Sunerior  Court  and  that  was  a suit 
wherein  the  City  o^  Haverhill  wanted  the  City  of  Hewhurwport 
to  pay  Four  Hundred  odd  dollars  for  relief  payments  to  a 
residant  of  Haverhill  claiming  citizenship  in  Newhuryport. 
After  trial  in  the  Superior  Court,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
amount  due  was  $99.00  which  the  City  oaid.  The  case  of 
J^arlin  vs.  City  of  Newhuryport  was  tried  in  the  Superior 
Court  where  damages  w^re  asked  for  in  the  sum  Four 
Thousand  Dollars.  This  case  w/»s  the  result  of  a fall 
allegedly  sustained  by  Mrs.  Marlin  at  the  cafeteria  in 
the  High  School.  After  a two  day  hearing,  there  was  a 
decision  in  favor  of  the  City  in  this  case.  Matters  were 
heard  before  the  Tax  Appellata  Hoard  where  I appeared  for 
the  Board  of  Assessors.  In  at  least  one  of  them,  there 
was  a decision  for  the  City.  I appeared  at  every  meeting 
of  the  City  Council  with  the  exception  of  probably  two 
and  my  non-attendance  at  those  meetings  v/as  on  account 
of  illness.  On  adcount  of  the  complex  problems  arising 
in  the  School  Department,  I had  more  than  the  usual  amount 
of  conferences  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  There 
wore  more  deeds  drawn  up  by  me  during  the  v«ar  1950  on 
account  of  the  fact  there  were  more  sales  by  the  Custodian 
on  prop'^rty  at  Plum  Island.  In  the  case  of  th«  City  vs. 
Benjamin  Checkoway  which  was  tried  during  the  rear  1951, 
a stipulation  was  signed  by  the  defendent  which  means 
that  the  dafendant  will  not  in  the  futura  creata  a 
nuisanca  at  property  numbered  70  Federal  Street.  This 
case  was  the  result  the  defendant  allowing  goods 
of  different  kinds  to  be  parked  in  the  driveway  o^  the 
property  thereat  creating  not  only  a public  nuisance 
but  a fire  menace.

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year  1951*  covering  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children,  General  Relief,  Disability  Assistance,  and  William  Horton  Home  is 
as  follows t 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  Gross  cost,  including  medical,  medication,  and  Hospital- 
ization,  $59»i35»l4»  This  is  a Federal,  State,  and  City  program,  and  is  broken  down 
as  follows:  Federal:  $23,950.3U  - State,  $19,711.59  - City,  $15,U73.21  ■■ 

The  net  cost  to  Newburyport  was  $7,027.10,  less  than  in  the  year,  1950. 

General  Relief:  Gross  cost,  which  is  a full  accounting  of  all  aid  given  in  this 
category,  totals  $58, 130.01*  Reimbursement  from  State  and  Other  Cities  totaled 
$11,532.31*  leaving  net  cost  to  Newburyport,  $^6,597. 70.  - plus  $2,036.32,  special 
warrant  -(Anna  Jaques  Hospital). 

William  Horton  Home:  Gross  cost  totaled  $10,586.57.  Income  from  sale  of  calves, 
burlap  bags,  and  jxmk  - $328.90.  Income  from  care  of  inmates  from  a neighboring  town  - 
$435.00.  Total  income,  - $763.90,  leaving  net  cost  to  Newburyport,  - $9*822.67. 

Disability  Assistance:  This  is  a new  program,  effective  since  November  1,  1951, 
is  a i'orm  of  Relief  for  the  totally  disabled  or  medically  unemployable,  to  be  verified 
by  a medical  history,  and  must  be  approved  by  Medical  Board  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare.  The  financing  of  this  program  has  been  included  in  our  Welfare  Other 
Expense  account,  but  will  be  reimbursed  on  the  same  basis  as  Old  Age  Assistance. 

Substantial  balances  were  returned  in  Vfelfare  Other  Expense,  Welfare  Salaries,  and 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children  accounts.

Report  ef  the  Librarian 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Newburyport  Public  Library: 

Hie  ear -shat taring  sound  of  an  electric  saw  at  work  In  the  Reading 
Room  of  the  library  building  Is  not  exactly  conducive  to  the  atmosphere 
of  concentration  due  the  composing  of  an  Annual  Report,  Yet  that  hor- 
rendous noise  signals  that  a portion,  at  least,  of  the  long  awaited  new 
lights,  contracted  for  In  July  1951,  have  at  last  arrived.  This  Instal- 
lation marks  the  beginning  of  the  lighting  Improvements  which  have  been 
in  the  planning  stage  since  April  1951,  and  which  wore  begun  In  the  previ- 
ous year  with  the  enlargement  of  the  library  electrical  service,  Hie 
Directors,  accepting  the  report  of  tho  Building  Committee,  made  after 
recommendations  had  boon  made  by  several  lighting  engineers,  engaged  tho 
services  of  Mr,  Russell  Pleroe,  architect,  to  draw  up  specifications  and 
advertise  for  bid  new  lights  In  various  zones  of  the  library  building.  A 
detailed  record  of  the  proceedings  and  of  the  long  range  plan  for  light- 
ing Improvements  may  be  found  In  the  minutes  of  the  Director's  meetings 
and  in  the  specifications  as  drawn  up  by  Mr,  Pierce,  Unavoidable  delays 
in  shipment  of  the  fixtures  (because  of  priorities  of  tho  armed  services) 
caused  postponement  of  the  Installation  month  after  month.  It  Is  very 
gratifying,  therefore,  to  see  work  progressing  and  to  know  that  a portion 
of  the  long-overdue  lighting  Improvement  will  soon  be  a reality. 
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During  1951,  the  Lltrary  and  its  two  E^’anches  were  open  300  days. 

The  Belleville  Brunch  was  closed  for  cleaning  during  the  months  of  July 
and  August,  The  branch  was  alsc  unavoidably  closed  several  other  days 
due  to  lack  of  heat.  This  fact  Is  perhaps  the  largest  factor  In  account- 
ing for  a decrease  In  total  book  circulation  from  88,440  In  1950  to  86,457 
In  1951  - a loss  of  1,983,  Belleville  Branch  Issued  8,277  books  In  1951 
as  compared  with  12,139  In  1950  - a loss  of  3,862  for  the  year,  Andrews 
Branch  circulation  was  10,153  books  in  1951  as  compared  tc  11,124  In  1950- 
a loss  of  971  for  the  year.  Losses  In  branch  circulation  were  offset  by 
gains  In  the  main  lltrary  adult  and  juvenile  circulation.  The  gain  In 
adult  book  circulation  was  370  In  1951;  in  Juvenile  book  circulation  at 
the  main  library  the  circulation  of  books  from  the  Children* s Room  of 
the  main  library  was  14,080  In  1951  as  compared  to  11,606  In  1950  - a gain 
of  2,474  over  the  previous  year.  For  the  second  consecutive  year  thirty- 
six  per  cent  of  the  adult  book  circulation  has  been  non-flctlon  as  com- 
pared to  thirty-three  per  cent  In  1949,  The  percentage  of  juvenile  non- 
fiction circulated  remains  at  twenty-two  percent  of  the  juvenile  total  as 
In  1950, 

llie  total  number  of  cardholders  Increased  from  10,052  to  10,081  In 
1951  - a gain  of  29  despite  the  withdrawal  of  1,226  expired  numbers.  The 
number  of  juvenile  cardholders  showed  an  Increase  of  209  over  the  prevlotis 
year.  Total  Newbui'y  registrations  are  312, 

Book  stock  of  the  Library  now  stands  at  87,890*  During  1951  worn  out 
volumes  numbering  679  were  withdrawn  from  the  book  collect.lon  while  1,612 
volumes  were  added  - making  a net  gain  of  933  to  the  book  stock. 

As  Indicated  by  the  above  figures  showing  a gain  of  2,474  In 
Children’s  Room  circulation  and  an  Increase  for  the  year  of  209  In  the 
total  number  of  juvenile  cardholders,  the  children  of  Newburyport  are  mak- 
ing Increased  use  of  their  library.  During  1951  a total  of  40  books  were 
purchased  for  the  Children* s Room,  from  the  Ethel  Par ton  Fund,  sponsored 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  TEeTTewFuryport  Garden 
Club  gave  four  nature  books  for  the  "Bessie  Books",  purchased  from  the 
Interest  of  the  Elizabeth  Llspenard  Johnson  Phis ter  Lane  Memorial  F\ind, 

In  addition,  43  other  "Bessie  Books"  were  given  by  Mrs,  George  A.  Clark  - 
making  a total  of  58  "Bessie  Books"  to  date.  These,  as  well  as  gifts 
from  other  Individuals,  have  been  welcome  additions  to  the  Children *s 
Room  book  collection. 

Sixty-four  children  signed  up  for  the  1951  Vacation  Reading  Club  whldi 
featured  "The  Library  Circus",  which  was  received  with  more  enthusiasm 
then  had  been  shown  for  several  previous  years.  Twenty-seven  children 
completed  the  required  reading.  Three  children  received  the  State  Read- 
ing Certificates  In  1951,  During  the  year  a total  of  38  school  deposits 
(collections  of  books)  were  lent  to  teachers  as  compared  to  19  In  1950, 

Miss  Clancy  gave  library  Instruction  in  the  use  of  reference  books  and  the 
library  catalogue  to  all  of  the  fifth  grade  classes  In  the  public  schools* 
Each  class  came  once,  accompanied  by  their  teacher,  to  the  main  library  or 
the  Belleville  Branch, 

The  weekly  story  hours  during  the  school  year  have  continued  to  be 
enjoyed  by  the  children.  Miss  Clancy  has  conducted  the  story  hour  at  the 
Main  Library,  Mps,  Brennan  at  the  Emma  L,  Andrews  Branch, 

Book  Week,  Nov,  12-17,  was  celebrated  In  the  Children’s  Room  with 
displays  of  new  books,  special  story  hours,  and  a talk  on  nature  books  by 
Miss  Grace  G,  Pettenglll,  Though  the  attendance  was  small,  the  children 
who  wore  present  enjoyed  It  greatly  and  have  later  read  a number  of  the 
books  recommended  by  Miss  Pettenglll* 

1951  presented  a great  variety  of  reference  questions  In  addition  to 
the  usual  calls  for  material  for  high  school  term  papers  and  for  club 
papers,  A typical  telephone  reference  questions,  for  example,  was  for 
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Information  on  the  belts  of  spring  and  winter  wheat  in  the  United -States, 
There  were  a number  of  requests  for  genealogical  Information,  especially 
from  the  middle  west  and  far  west.  These  were  ably  handled  by  Miss  Blxby, 
our  genealogical  "expert",  or  referred  to  Miss  Mary  Rolfe  If  the  extended 
services  of  a trained  genealogist  were  required. 

During  the  fall  a group  of  about  40  Clark  University  graduate 
students  In  geology  and  geography  made  frequent  use  of  the  Library’s  fa- 
cilities In  the  course  of  an  Essex  County  survey  \Rhlch  they  were  making, 
Ihls  geological  and  geographical  mapping  of  Massachusetts  has  been  a 
graduate  school  project  of  the  University  for  ten  years  and  the  study  on 
Essex  County  completes  the  project.  The  group  numbered  students  from  a- 
bout  sixteen  foreign  countries  - Includlrxg  England,  Pakistan,  and  South 
American  countries. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Houghton  Library  of  Harvard  Universi- 
ty for  the  microfilming  of  certain  specified  copies  of  the  Newburyport 
newspaper  for  Walter  M,  Merrill  of  Kenilworth,  Illinois,  Mr,  Morrill  Is 
engaged  In  the  writing  of  a biography  of  William  Lloyd  Garrison, 

During  the  summer  months,  while  the  Belleville  Library  was  closed, 
the  librarian  and  Mrs,  Mocdy  spent  much  time  in  the  vault  of  the  Library 
collating  the  early  newspapers.  This  was  done  with  a view  to  arriving 
at  ohe  approximate  cost  of  microfilming  all  Newburyport  new'spapers  prior 
to  1870,  All  this  information  has  been  tabulated  In  statistical  form 
ready  for  use  at  any  time  funds  might  permit.  Many  treasures  were  un- 
earthed - including  a Jonathan  Plummer  broadside  and  an  almas  t perfect 
file  for  1786  through  1815  of  the  Massachusetts  and/or  Columbian  Centlnel, 
one  of  the  earliest  papers  published  in  the  country,  W,  Kelleher  built 
more  shelves  in  the  vault  to  accommodate  these  treasures  as  they  deserved. 
The  room  is  fast  becoming  "outgrovm"  and  should  be  enlarged  and  improved 
In  the  near  future. 

One  English  class  from  the  ImmacuHa  te  Conception  High  School  came  tc 
the  Library  for  library  Instruction  in  the  use  of  reference  books  and 
the  catalogue.  Instruction  was  given  Jointly  by  Miss  Blxby  and  the 
Librarian, 

One  Girl  Scout  troop  visited  the  Library  for  a tour  of  the  building. 
Three  Boy  Scouts  worked  for  the  Reading  Merit  Badge  under  our  supervision. 

Frequent  use  of  the  Inter-library  loan  service  of  the  State  Division 
of  Public  Libraries  has  been  made  In  1951,  Books  on  such  specialized 
subjects  as  photoengraving,  psychological  testing,  and  methods  of  spectro- 
chemlcal  analysis  as  well  as  sets  of  books  In  French,  Greek  and  Italian 
were  borrowed,  A total  of  198  books  were  borrowed  on  Interloan  In  1951  aid 
11  books  were  lent  to  libraries  In  South  Carolina,  'Visconsln,  New  York, 
and  /imesbury,  Ipswich,  and  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  All  the  necessary  records 
Involved  were  capabably  handled  by  Miss  Gannon, 

The  Annual  meeting,  open  to  the  public,  of  the  Newburyport  Friends 
of  the  Library,  was  held  In  the  Reading  Room  of  the  Main  Library  on  May  17, 
Mr,  James  M,  Barrisklll,  of  the  Governor  Dummer  faculty,  presented  an  ab- 
sorbing paper  on  evidence  of  the  theatre  in  18th  Century  Newburyport, 

For  the  second  time  the  Newburypor*  t Public  Library  was  one  of  sixty 
libraries,  scattered  throughout  the  United  States  to  receive  a grant  from 
the  Harry  Futterraan  Trust,  Inc,  of  New  York  for  the  purchase  of  musical 
recordings.  Music  lovers  of  the  city  have  welcomed  the  additions  to  our 
small  lending  collection  made  possible  through  purchases  from,  the  $50, 
grant  and  from  gifts  and  other  sources. 

In  March,  the  librarian  gave  a book  talk  to  the  Women’s  Alliance  of 
the  Unitarian  Church;  in  November,  reviewed  the  season’s  children’s  publi- 
cations for  the  Salisbury  P,T,A,  and  Miss  Clancy  gave  an  evening  story  hour 
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for  the  Women  of  the  Moose  for  their  annual  Mooseheart  Home  program. 

Wo  are  very  grateful  to  our  Chairman,  Mayor  Glllls,  for  providing 
sufficient  funds  that  a start  could  tc  made  on  modernizing  the  lifting 
of  the  llbraiy  , We  hope  that  the  long-range  plan  can  be  carried  to  com- 
pletion and  the  renovation  completed  In  the  near  future. 

The  Librarian  Is  most  grateful  to  each  member  of  the  Library  staff 
and  to  Mr,  C,  Frank  Kelleher,  janitor  of  the  library,  for  each  Individu- 
al »3  contribution  to  the  smooth  functioning  of  the  Library,  During  1951, 
Mrs,  Dorothy  Walton  joined  the  staff  as  a part-time  assistant. 

We  also  wish  to  express  our  grateful  appreciation  to  each  member  of 
the  Board  of  Library  Directors  for  the  valued  contribution  of  each  In 
matters  of  policy  and  planning  for  the  welfare  of  Nawburyport * s Library,

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATIVE  TO  CIVIL  DEFENSE  FOR  THE  CITY  OF  NE'/VBURYPORT. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Department  of  Civil  Defense --The re  is  hereby  established  a 
department  of  civil  defense  (hereinafter  called  the  "department”).  It 
shall  be  the  function  of  the  department  to  have  charge  of  civil  defense 
as  defined  in  Section  1,  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950  and  to  perform  civil 
defense  functions  as  authorized  or  directed  by  said  chapter  or  by  any  and 
all  executive  orders  or  general  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  and 
to  exercise  any  authority  delegated  to  it  by  the  governor  under  said  Chap- 
ter 639. 

Section  2,  Director  of  Civil  Defense — The  department  shall  be  under  the 
direction  of  a director  of  civil  defense  (hereinafter  called  the  "direct- 
or") who  shall  be  appointed  as  prescpribed  by  law.  The  director  shall 
have  direct  responsibility  for  the  organization, administration  and  opera- 
tion of  the  department , sub ject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  appoint 
ing  authority , and  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  from  time  to 
time  by  the  appointing  authority.  The  director  may  within  the  limits  of 
the  amount  appropriated  therefor,  appoint  such  experts,  clerks  and  other 
assistants  as  the  work  of  the  department  may  require  and  may  remove  them, 
and  may  make  such  expenditures  as  may  be  necessary  to  execute  effectively 
the  purposes  of  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950, 

The  director  shall  also  have  authority  to  appoint  district  co-ordina- 
tors and  may  accept  and  may  receive, on  behalf  of  the  City,  services,  equip 
ment,  supplies,  materials  or  funds  by  way  of  gift,  grant  or  loan,  for  pur- 
poses of  civil  defense,  offered  by  the  federal  government  or  any  agency  or 
officer  thereof  or  any  person,  firm  or  corporation, subject  to  the  terms  of 
the  offer  and  the  rules  and  regulations,  if  any,  of  the  agency  making  the 
offer.  The  director  shall  cause  appropriate  records  to  be  kept  of  all  mat 
ters  relating  to  such  gifts,  grants  or  loans. 

Section  3.  Civil  Defense  Advisory  Council- -There  is  hereby  established 
a civil  defense  advisory  council  (hereinafter  called  the  "council").  Said 
council  shall  service  without  pay  and  shall  consist  of  the  director  of 
civil  defense,  such  other  department  heads  and  such  other  persona  as  the 
authority  appointing  said  director  may  deem  necessary.  Such  member  of 
said  council  as  said  appointing  authority  shall  designate  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  said  council.  Said  council  shall  servo  subject  to  the  di- 
rection and  control  of  the  appointing  authority  and  the  director  on  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  civil  defense. 

Section  4.  Police  Aid  To  Other  Cities  And  Towns  In  Event  Of  Riots  Or 
Other  Violence  Therein — The  Police  Department  is  hereby  authorized  to  go 
to  the  aid  of  another  city  or  town  at  the  request  of  said  city  or  town  in 
the  suppression  of  riots  or  other  forms  of  violence  therein. 

Section  5.  Termination  Of  Ordinance  (By-Law) — This  ordinance  (by-Law) 
shall  remain  in  force  during  the  effective  period  of  Chapter  639,  Acta 
of  1950  and  any  act  in  amendment  or  continuation  thereof  or  substitution 
thereof .

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council; 

The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a report  of  the  receipts  and 
payments  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  for  the  year  beginning  January  1, 

1952  and  ending  December  31,  1952. 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are 
made  up  from  receipts  and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for 
Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  as  issued  by  the  Department  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  terms  "revenue”  and  "non-revenue"  are 
used,  "revenue"  meaning  money  accruing  to  the  municipal  treasury  and 
under  general  taxation,  police  powers,  gifts,  or  services  rendered, 
"non-revenue"  meaning  offsets  to  outlays,  such  as  permanent  improve- 
ments, etc.  Following  these  schedules  are  presented  detailed  state- 
ments arranged  in  the  same  order  together  with  the  usual  matters  given 
in  the  auditor's  report  including  a report  of  trust  funds  held  by 
private  trustees,  the  income  of  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  Newburyport 
or  any  of  its  inhabitants. 


SCHEDULES 

Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts  and 
payments  during  the  year,  and  the  cash  balance  at  the  beginning  and 
end  of  the  year.  This  schedule  shows  that  during  the  year  the  City  has 
expended  |2,091.32  more  than  was  received. 

Schedule  B is  a consolidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  pay- 
ments for  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  different  departments,  show- 
ing total  receipts  from  revenue  11,91^,196.99  and  expense  of  maintenance 
to  be  $1,356,6^9.19,  making  excess  revenue  receipts  $61,507.30  for  the 
year.  The  excess  of  non-revenue  payments  for  the  year  was  $63,599.12. 
This  amount  less  the  excess  of  revenue  receipts  for  the  year  gives  a 
decrease  of  cash  on  hand. 

Schedule  C is  a statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  payments  by 
departments,  less  transfers,  which  make  up  the  figures  for  Schedule  B, 
also  a statement  of  non-revenue  receipts  and  payments  during  the  year.

Subjects  City  Solicitor's  report  for  the  year  1952. 

Sirs: 


In  compliance  with  Section  4,  Chapter  14,  o^  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Newburyport,  I am  submitting  herewith 
my  report  as  City  Solicitor  for  the  year  1952.  In  the  year 
1952,  I submitted  fifteen  opinions  in  writing  to  the  City 
Council  and  other  departments  of  the  City  Government  and  at 
numerous  other  times  during  the  year  I gave  oral  advice  to 
members  of  the  City  Council,  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  members 
of  the  different  departments  of  the  City  Government.  There 
were  numerous  claims  against  the  City  which  wore  settled  by 
mo  end  releases  obtained  from  the  claimants.  In  several  cases, 

I received  settlements  wherein  orooertv  of  the  Cltv  was  damaged 
by  automobiles  namely,  damage  to  City  truck  and  damage  to  hydrant  . 
controlled  by  the  Water  Department. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  outstanding  against  the 
City  the  following  cases:  City  of  Haverhill  vs.  City  of 
Newburyport  and  this  is  a so-called  settlement  case  wherein 
the  City  of  Haverhill  claims  that  it  rendered  aid  to  a person 
who  had  a settlement  in  Newburyport  although  she  was  living  in 
Haverhill,  however  our  claim  la  she  married  a citizen  of  Salisbury 
and  lived  with  him  as  husband  and  wife  during  the  period  for  which 
the  City  of  Haverhill  is  claiming  she  had  a settlement  in  Newbury- 
port. Harriet  G.  Apt  vs.  City  of  Newburyport  is  a defect  case, 
the  claimant  stating  that  she  fell  on  Congress  Street.  This 
suit  la  for  #4,000.00.  The  case  of  Bessie  F.  Eder  vs.  City 
of  Newburyport  is  another  defect  case  and  the  claimant  states 
that  she  fell  at  the  corner  of  Olive  and  MerrlBBC  Streets  and 
this  claimant  la  suing  for  #4,000.00  also.  Another  case  la 
Margaret  E.  Maguire  and  John  E.  Maguire  vs.  City  of  Newburyport 
and  this  is  another  defect  case  wherein  the  claimant  states  that 
she  fell  on  Prospect  Street  and  sustained  personal  injuries  and 
her  husband  is  suing  for  consequential  damages.  These  are 
questionable  defect  cases  in  my  mind  and  should  b^  tr1«d. 

Another  case  pending  is  a petition  in  the  Probate  Court  and 
that  is  called  the  Horton  Home  case  wherein  the  City  is  petitioning 
the  Court  for  the  right  to  sell  this  property  since  there  is  no 
further  use  of  it  as  a Home  for  the  Poor — -either  sell  it  or 
convert  it  into  some  municipal  use. 

Several  of  the  claims  that  were  settled  by  me  with  the 
approval  of  the  City  Council  were  for  damage  to  persons  and 
property  from  defective  trees  and  I would  recommend  that  if 
possible  the  Tree  Department  be  given  more  money  to  remove  these 
defective  trees  that  are  now  in  the  City.  In  company  with  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  I appeared  before  the 
Appellate  Tax  Board  at  Boston  to  defend  the  Board  of  Assessors 
in  cases  wherein  higher  abatements  were  asked  than  were  given 
by  our  local  Board  of  Assessors.  The  only  case  tried  before  a 
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Jury  by  me  last  year  was  the  Babbln  vs.  City  of  Newburyport 
case  wherein  the  amount  sued  for  was  $4,000.00  and  wherein 
the  Jury  gave  the  plaintiff  $1400.00.  I appeared  at  every 
one  of  the  City  Council  meetings  with  the  exception  of  one 
or  two  and  gave  advice  to  the  members  of  the  Council  in  the 
preparation  of  orders  and  ordinances  and  other  matters  that 
came  up  at  the  different  regular  meetings  of  the  City  Council. 

I have  given  legal  advice  to  the  Suoerintendont  of  Schools,  and 
given  opinions  on  matters  that  came  up  before  the  Directors  of 
the  Public  Library.  I want  to  state  In  this  report  that  the 
members  of  the  Police  Department  have  been  very  prompt  during 
the  past  year  111  reporting  defects  on  the  sidewalks  and 
roadways  within  the  City  and  also  in  Investigating  reports 
of  accidents  as  the  result  of  defects  on  the  sidewalks  and 
on  the  roadways  of  our  City.  I endeavored  to  have  the  Merchants 
National  Bank  held  responsible  for  all  bills  In  connection  with 
the  injuries  of  Police  Officer  George  Lawler  however  it  was  the 
opinion  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  that  Officer  Lawler 
was  not  an  employee  of  the  bank  at  the  time  he  sustained  his 
injuries.  It  is  my  opinion  that  If  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  could 
find  sufficient  money  to  cover  the  cost,  the  ordinances  and 
General  Laws  pertaining  to  the  City  should  again  be  revised  since 
they  have  not  been  done  since  the  printing  of  the  present 
Charter  and  Revised  Ordinances  in  1937.  There  have  been 
numerous  amendments  to  the  ordinances  which  are  printed  in 
the  Charter  and  Revised  Ordinances  of  1937  and  some  of  the 
Special  Acts  therein  have  been  amended  and  it  is  very 
difficult  to  determine  what  is  the  law  with  the  present  status 
of  the  Charter  and  Revised  Ordinances  of  1937.

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year  1952  covering 
disbursement  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Disability  Assistance,  General 
Relief  and  William  Horton  Home,  up  to  the  time  of  closing,  is  fully  itemised 
and  is  reported  on  a monthly  basis* 

The  gross  cost  for  operating  these  four  categories  for  the  year  totaled

by  the  Federal  Government,  making  the  net  cost  to  the  City  $74»598»55*  The

Report  of  the  Librarian 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Newburyport  Public  Library: 

During  the  year  195^  the  Library  was  open  298  days  with  a total  of 
8i|,950  books  circulated  for  home  use#  This  is  a decrease  of  1,50?  as 
compared  to  the  total  book  circulation  In  1951*  A gain  of 
Andrews  Branch  circulation  was  not  sufficient  to  make  up  decreases  In 
the  Belleville  Branch  circulation  and  the  Main  Library  Juvenile  circula- 
tion# General  high  emplo:^ent  In  Newburyport,  and  the  stepped-up  draft 
program  which  makes  heavy  inroads  on  our  young  adult  popul'  tlon  would  ap- 
pear to  be  the  explanation  of  the  loss  In  adult  circulation#  The  compe- 
titive attractions  of  TV  and  other  forms  of  commercial  entertainment,  plus 
the  limited  funds  available  for  purchasing  new  Juvenile  books  for  an  in- 
creasingly numerous  population  of  school  age  is  the  probable  explanation 
for  the  decrease  of  2,256  in  Juvenile  book  circulation  in  1952  as  com- 
pared with  1951* 

Belleville  Branch,  located  In  an  upstairs  room  of  the  Belleville 
Church  parish  house,  had  a number  of  unavoidable  closings  because  of  ex- 
cessive cold  in  the  winter  and  early  spring#  Since  Labor  Day  the  branch 
has  had  new  hours  - Tuesdays  from  9 to  5 "*  instead  of  Tuesday  and  Friday 
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afternoons  in  accord  with  the  new  policy  of  having  all  parish  house  ac- 
tivities scheduled  In  the  first  part  of  the  week*  Under  this  new  ar- 
rangement, no  emergency  closings  have  been  necessary  because  of  inade- 
quate heat  in  the  library  room  and  book  circulation  at  the  branch  has 
been  steadily  Increasing*  Many  Belleville  library  patrons  have  stated 
their  preference  for  the  new  hours  which  they  find  more  convenient  and 
less  subject  to  change* 

The  percentage  of  adult  non-fiction  rose  from  5^  to  37  P®^  cent 
of  the  total  adult  book  circulation  in  1952«  This  percentage  has  been 
gradually  rising  from  55  P®r  cent  in  lSk9  to  57  P©J^  cent  in  1952*  The 
relatively  poorer  quality  of  new  fiction  published  as  compared  to  the 
general  high  quality  of  the  non-fiction  offered  by  the  various  publish- 
ing houses  is  reflected  in  these  figures  which  show  the  trend  toward 
increased  reading  of  non-fiction*  The  sea  featured  prominently  in  both 
fiction  and  non-fiction  "bests"  for  the  year-  for  "Kon-Tiki",  "The  Sea 
Aroiind  Us",  "Caine  Mutiny",  and  "The  Cruel  Sea"  were  in  constant  demand' 
throughout  1952*  The  percentage  of  Juvenile  non-fiction  circulated, 
which  had  remained  fairly  stationary  at  22  per  cent  of  the  Juvenile 
circulation,  increased  to  26  per  cent  of  the  total  in  1952#  Here  again, 
such  attractive  offerings  as  the  new  "Landmark"  series  of  popular  bio- 
graphies of  American  heroes  such  as  Buffalo  Bill  Cody  and  Daniel  Boone 
may  bo  partl€J.ly  responsible  for  the  definite  trend  to  non-fiction* 

The  total  niimber  of  cardholders  increased  from  10, 08l  to  10,178  in 
1952  - a gain  of  97  despite  the  withdrawal  of  l,lUi;  expired  numbers* 

The  numbers  of  Juvenile  cardholders  increased  I56  over  the  previous 
year*  Total  Newbury  registrations  are  352* 

During  the  year  1,751  voliames  were  added  to  the  book  collection 
and  157  volumes  were  withdrawn  from  it*  The  net  gain  to  the /book  col- 
lection was  1,574  bringing  the  total  book  stock  of  the  Library  up  to 
89,464*  While  a considerable  number  of  the  books  added  pertain  to  some 
aspect  of  Newburyport  history  and  are  thit  shelved  in  the  vault  of  the 
Library,  the  greater  portion  are  new  publications  added  either  through 
purchase  or  as  gifts*  All  available  shelf  space  is  in  use  and  crowded 
shelves  seem  to  be  the  order  of  the  day*  A careful  weeding  out  of  un- 
important material  of  an  ephemeral  nature,  as  well  as  the  discarding  of 
some  of  the  too  badly  worn  books  seems  to  be  indicated  as  a project 
for  1955  ease  our  congested  book  shelves*  This  is  a task  not  to  be 
undertaken  lightly  for  in  a collection  as  old  as  our  Library* s many 
books  which  are o utmoded  by  present  standards  are  of  great  historical 
value  as  being  among  the  earliest  books  on  a subject*  The  vault  shelv- 
ing facilities  are  fast  becoming  crowded  too,  and  enlargement  of  the 
vault  must  be  undertaken  in  the  near  future*  We  hope  that  this  can  be 
accomplished  in  1955»  budget  permitting* 

The  Children* 3 Room  of  the  Main  Library  and  the  two  branches  have 
been  much  used  and  enjoyed  during  the  previous  year*  Use  of  the  Library 
for  school  reference  work  showed  a marked  increase  although  book  circu- 
lation showed  a decrease*  Demands  on  the  Juvenile  book  collection  con- 
stantly grow  as  the  scliool  population  increases  and  there  is  evidence 
of  a real  need  for  more  children* s books  in  both  the  Main  Library  and 
at  the  two  branch  libraries*  During  1952  a total  of  thirty-six  books 
were  purchased  for  the  Children*  s Room  from  the  Ethel  Parton 
raised  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Friends  of  the  Li]:)rary  and  formally 
established  as  a fund  in  May  of  1950*  The  Newburyport  Garden  Club  gave 
three  nature  books  for  the  "Bessie  Books,"  purchased  from  the  interest 
of  the  club* 3 Elizabeth  Li spenard  Johnson  PMster  Lane  Memorial  Fund* 
This  brings  the  total  of  "Bessie  Books",  all  on  nature,  up  to  61  since 
their  beginning  in  1949* 

The  1952  Summer  Reading  Club  featured  an  Indian  theme  with  a 
colored  paper  feather  to  be  added  to  each  child* s Indian  head-band  for 
each  book  read  and  reported  on*  Forty-five  children  Joined  the  Indians 
Club,  19  completed  the  required  reading  of  ten  books  apiece  which  made 
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them  full-fledged  members  of  the  tribe*  In  addition,  eight  children  re- 
ceived the  State  Reading  Certificate  In  1952#  as-compared  to  three  In 

1951.  Thirty-four  school  deposits  (collections  of  Juvenile  books)  were 
lent  to  teachers  In  the  past  year.  Weekly  story  hours  during  the  school 
year  continued  to  bo  popular  feature  for  children*  They  wore  conducted 
by  Miss  Clancy  at  the  Main  Library  and  by  Mrs*  Brennan  at  the  Emma  L. 
Andrews  Branch. 

Book  Week,  Nov.  16-22,  was  celebrated  In  the  Children*  s Room  with 
displays  of  now  books  and  special  story  hours.  At  one  of  the  programs 
scenes  from  children* s stories  wore  dramatized  and  the  audience  was 
asked  to  guess  from  which  story  the  scene  was  taken.  The  children  re- 
sponded enthusiastically,  both  as  porfomers  and  spoctatorsl 

In  the  fall.  Miss  Clancy  gave  library  Instruction  In  the  use  of  the 
Library  catalogue  and  basic  reference  books  to  all  the  fifth  grade  classes 
In  the  public  schools.  Pour  classes  accompanied  In  each  case  by  their 
teacher,  came  to  the  Main  Library;  two  to  the  Belleville  Branch.  In  ad- 
dition, Mr.  Walter  Loathe,  principal  of  the  Woodbrldge  School  of  Newbury 
brought  his  advanced  science  class  to  the  Library  for  a special  session 
with  science  books. 

Reference  questions  asked  In  person,  by  letter  (frenuently  airmail), 
or  by  telephone  v/ore  many  and  varied*  A random  sampling  Included:  a * 
Notre  Dame  graduate  student* a request  for  Information  as  t»  the  where- 
abouts of  Caleb  Cushing* s papers  which  he  needed  to  consult  for  a paper  on 
Chlno-Amerlcan  foreign  relations;  the  request  of  a Numismatic  Society 
president  for  Information  concerning  Jacob  Perkin* s minting  of  coins;  the 
name  of  the  many-ormed  god  of  India;  the  Inscription  on  a historical 
marker  which  a Cape  Cod  motorist  had  passed  In  the  course  of  being  lost 
In  the  environs  of  Newburyport;  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  leading 
newspapers  published  In  Hartford.  The  Infinite  variety  of  questions 
asked  preclude  the  possibility  of  library  work  ever  becoming  monotonous. 

In  addition,  of  course,  to  the  unusual  reference  questions  were  numerous 
requests  for  material  on  a great  variety  of  subjects  for  high  school  term 
papers,  club  papers,  and  genealogical  questions. 

The  list  of  donors  attached  at  the  end  of  this  report  reveals  that 
the  Library  was  the  grateful  recipient  of  numerous  gifts  of  books  In 

1952.  Several  gifts  of  an  unusual  nature  call  for  special  mention.  In 
keeping  with  a growing  recognition  of  books  as  a fitting  memorial  for  a 
person  who  loved  books,  the  Michigan  relatives  of  Mr.  William  A.  Lagasse, 
late  of  this  city,  sent  a check  to  the  Library  from  which  ten  books  were 
purchased.  The  book  plate  used  in  each  book  informed  the  borrower  that 
the  book  was  presented  to  the  library  in  his  memory.  The  Newburyport 
Garden  Club  presented  a copy  of  the  excellent  “Harper  History  of  Painting” 
In  memory  of  Miss  Laura  Coombs  Hills  whose  national  reputation  as  an 
artist  made  the  selection  of  a fine  art  book  the  most  suitable  of  all 
choices. 

A large  file  of  papers  and  memorabilia  belonging  to  Miss  Ethel 
Parton  were  presented  to  the  Library  by  the  Messrs.  Hugo  and  James  Parton* 
It  is  most  appropriate  that  this  exstensive  collection  of  material  by  and 
about  Miss  Parton,  the  distinguished  author  of  children* s books  depicting 
a century  of  clilld  life  In  Newburyport,  should  be  preserved  in  the  libra- 
ry of  the  city  in  which  Miss  Parton  resided  so  many  years. 

The  daughters  of  Mrs,  Lydia  Barnard  Goodrich  have  generouslv  given 
the  Newburyport  Library  in  her  memory  several  hundred  items  of  loth  cen- 
tury books  printed  In  Nev/buryport  and  all  of  the  account  books  and  busi- 
ness records  of  their  maternal  ancestors,  Nathaniel  and  Moses  Kimball, Jr. 
These  comprise  a remarkable  record  of  a small  "dry  goods"  business  car- 
ried on  on  State  Street,  Newburyport  from  roughly  I75I4  to  1858.  As  a 
unique  business  record  the  papers  are  deserving  of  intensive  r.tudy.  It 
Is  to  be  hoped  that  a young  Harvard  graduate  student  who  upon  'seeing  the 
Kimball  account  books,  said  he  hoped  he  could  make  them  the  subject  of 
his  Ph.D,  thesis  will  find  himself  In  a position  to  make  the  de^t ailed 
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study  they  so  richly  merit.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  daughters  of 
Mrs.  Lydia  B.  Goodrich,  granddaughter  of  Moses  Kimball,  Jr.,  for  this  uni- 
que gift  of  source  material  to  the  Library:  to  Miss  Mildred  S.  Goodrich. 
Mrs.  Carroll  C.  Ordv/ay,  end  Mrs.  George  C.  Thurlow  (all  of  West  Newbury); 
to  Mrs.  Harvey  0.  Winch  of  Templeton,  Mass.;  and  to  Mrs.  Arthur  C. Wilson 
of  Easton,  New  Jersey. 

Several  other  early  account  books  were  given  in  1952  through  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Dodge  of  Newbury. 

A generous  gift  of  $1200.  for  the  purpose  of  having  microfilmed 
our  earliest  Nev/buryport  newspapers  was  received  from  Mr.  John  P. 

Marquand  who  requested  that  no  publicity  be  given  the  gift.  The  work  is 
being  done  at  Harvard  College  and  the  sum  is  sufficient  to  cover  micro- 
film costs  from  the  first  scattered  issues  of  1775#  o*'  through  the  com- 
plete files  of  all  but  the  earliest  years  up  to  somewhere  in  the  l840*s. 
About  half  of  the  microfilming  made  possible  by  this  gift  has  been  com- 
pleted, the  remainder  is  ciirrently  in  the  process  of  being  microfilmed. 
This  will  have  a file  of  the  newspaper  not  microfilmed,  between  the  l8I).0*s 
and  1869  - a gap  which  stands  as  both  an  invitation  and  a challenge. 

The  library  microfilming  project,  begun  in  I9I+6  with  a gift  from 
the  Friends  of  the  Library  of  a microfilm  reader  and  for  a contribution 
toward  the  first  microfilming  expenses  now  covers  a microfilm  file  of 
the  Newburyport  Herald  for  the  years  I87O  through  I90I;.  The  work  Is  now 
progressing  at  the  rate  of  about  one  year*s  file  a year,  the  expense 
being  shared  equally  by  thie  library  and  the  newspaper  publishing  company. 

The  newly  named  Library  Extension  Division  has  been  as  helpful  In 
providing  books  on  inter-loan  as  it  was  when  called  the  State  Division  of 
Public  Libraries.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Interloan  service  was  sus- 
pended for  approximately  four  months  of  1952  due  to  the  lack  of  a ship- 
ping clerk,  we  borrowed  a total  of  175  hooks.  Books  were  borrowed  on 
such  specialized  subjects  as  enamelling  on  iron,  cranes  and  excavators, 
psychiatry,  and  chemical  and  technical  stenography  as  well  as  'J2  books 
in  foreign  languages.  Pour  books  were  sent  on  interloan  to  the  libraries 
in  Ipswich  and  Amesbury. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  held  its  annual  meeting  on  June  25  in  the 
Reading  Room  of  the  Main  Library.  Miss  Margaret  L.  Colt,  author  of  the 
Pull tizer- Prize  winning  "John  C.  Calhoun"  described  in  a most  entertain- 
ing way  some  of  her  experiences  at  writers*  conferences  and  her  meetings 
with  great  figures  in  the  literary  world. 

We  are  especially  grateful  to  our  Chairman,  Mayor  Gillis,  for  making 
provision  in  his  1952  budget  for  the  continuation  of  the  program  of  need- 
ed Library  repairs  and  renovations.  All  major  lighting  changes  have  been 
completed  in  the  Reading  Room,  the  Reference  Room,  and  the  central  por- 
tion of  the  Circulation  Room.  Our  long-range  plan  for  lighting  improve- 
ment, the  specifications  for  which  were  drawn  up  in  1951#  call  for  im- 
proved lighting  of  all  alcoves  in  the  main  building  and  in  the  annex.  We 
hope  that  funds  will  be  made  available  in  1955  "to  complete  remaining 
lighting  changes,  the  greater  portion  of  which  have  now  been  done.  The 
lighting  of  the  basement  book  stacks,  formerly  inadequately  lighted  by 
a series  of  extension  cords  and  a few  light  sockets,  has  been  modernized 
and  - by  the  elimination  of  he  extension  cords  - thereby  rendered  much 
safer. 

The  Children* s Room  was  rescued  from  its  increasing  look  of  dlngi- 
ness  by  a complete  washing  of  walls,  ceilings  and  woodwork.  Its  bright 
new  look  while  not  quite  as  dazzling  as  a new  paint  job,  is  a joy  to 
behold. 

The  Belleville  Branch  Library  was  greatly  Improved  in  appearance 
by  a professional  cleaning  job  just  before  the  reopening  of  the  branch 
in  Septcmbei-. 
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The  Emma  L.  Andrews  Branch  is  vastly  Improved  in  appearance  by  a 
trim  new  paint-job,  applied  only  after  an  extensive  series  of  repairs 
to  roof,  windows,  gutters,  etc*,  had  been  completed*  New  interior  paint 
in  the  library  rooms,  which  we  hope  will  become  an  accomplished  fact  in 
1955#  will  see  the  complete  renovation  of  the  building* 

The  Librarian  is  most  grateful  to  each  member  of  the  Library  Staff 
and  to  Mr*  C*  Frank  Kelleher,  Janitor  of  the  Library,  for  the  fine  spirit 
of  helpfulness  and  cooperation  which  each  person  has  contributed  to  the 
smooth  functioning  of  the  Library* 

We  also  wish  to  express  our  grateful  appreciation  to  the  Library 
Directors  for  the  valued  contribution  each  member  has  made  to  the  varied 
phases  of  the  welfare  of  Nowburyport * s Library* 

The  year  1952  has  been  a rewarding  one  of  solid  achievement  in  the 
annals  of  the  Library*  We  hope  that  1955  will  offer  even  wider  oppor- 
tunities for  use  of  our  library* s resources*
